Cyclist is scared 
to use redways

A CYCLIST who was assaulted while 
riding her bike says she is now too 
scared to use the city’s redways. 

The woman, who did not wish to be 
named, is urging others, especially 
females, to take care when using 
underpasses and redways and to not 
use them alone. 

The 22-year-old was cycling on the 
redway connecting Eaglestone with 
Milton Keynes University Hospital on 
March 7 at 7.20am when a man riding a 
bike collided head-on with her. 

The man then forcefully pushed the 
victim off her bike and into some 
bushes, leaving her with rips to her 
clothing, a grazed shin and a swollen 
leg. 

She told OneMK: “I definitely worry 


about using the redways and under¬ 
passes but because I don’t drive I have 
no choice but to use them. 

“They are poorly lit and I haven’t 
ridden my bike since this incident. I 
thought I’m never doing this again 
because it’s just not worth it.” 

The offender is black, about 6ft, of 
slim to medium build, around 30 years 
old, with short black hair and big eyes. 

He also had a swollen right eye, which 
the victim noticed when he first 
approached her, and was wearing dark 
clothing. 

OneMK has been running its Walk 
Safe campaign with Milton Keynes 
Council in a bid to improve underpass¬ 
es and redways. A council spokesman 
said: “Reported crime levels are no 
higher on redways than other public 
footpaths and overall reported crimes 
of this type in MK is low.”

They are doing their best for the 
local people, which is exactly what 
they are there for. 

I don’t want MK to end up like a 
Calais ‘jungle’. It has a negative 
impact on many people.

Bridging over history 

IT WAS a fine photo of the stone 
bridge over the river at Stony 
Stratford in last week’s OneMK 
0 Comedy Cow photographic 
competition ). 

Some have suggested that this 
bridge, which takes the London 
Road over the River Ouse, was 
designed by the famous civil 
engineer Thomas Telford, but no 
evidence has been found for this. 

It is not mentioned in the full list 
of bridges he designed. 

It was a much younger engineer 


who was responsible. He was 
lames Milne, Northamptonshire’s 
county surveyor, who designed 
the bridge and oversaw its 
construction between 1834 and 
1835. 

Telford died in 1834, in his 78th 
year. The previous year he had 
travelled from London in one of 
the earliest steam road-carriages, 
designed by Sir Charles Dance. 

It broke down on the way and 
never reached its intended 
destination of Birmingham, so 
finished at Stony Stratford. 

Perhaps Telford stayed the night 
here in one of the inns?

The offence was cap¬

tim’s property. 

The victim 

suffered a fracture 
to the base of his 


eye socket and bruising to his 
face and arms. 

Bereket, pictured, pleaded 
guilty to robbery at Aylesbury 
Crown Court last Monday, 
where he was sentenced to six 
years and eight months plus 
four years extended licence. 
PC Gavin Ramdyal 
said: “The victim was 
subjected to a com¬ 
pletely unprovoked 
attack in the centre of 
MK. I’d like to thank 
the quick actions of 
the security staff at 
the centreimk in help¬ 
ing to detain the 
suspect.”

Store still closed 
following fan fire

A STORE remained closed 
yesterday after it was 
severely damaged in a fire on 
Thursday. 

A faulty electrical fan has 
been found to have caused 
the blaze at Go Outdoors, 
leading to a warning from 
Buckinghamshire Fire and 
Rescue Service on the 
importance of maintaining 
equipment. 

Ian Wilson, fire investigator 
and station commander from 
Broughton Fire Station, said: 
“Always switch electrical 
appliances off when not in 
use, unless they’re designed 


to stay on. 

“Electrical items should be 
well-maintained and 
meet appropriate safety 
standards.” 

It took firefighters two hours 
to put out the flames at the 
store in Patriot Drive, 
Rooksley, after they were 
called at 3.51am. 

Fire damage was caused to 
10 per cent of the building but 
smoke affected the whole 
store and a statement on the 
company’s website said it 
would be closed ‘until further 
notice’. 

Fire engines and crews from 
Great Holm, Bletchley, 
Newport Pagnell, 

Buckingham and two from 


Broughton attended the 
scene. Five officers, an aerial 
appliance from Great Holm 
and an operational support 
unit from Broughton were 
also called. 

Firefighters had to force 
entry to the building with an 
angle grinder and the aerial 
appliance helped open the 
skylights to help with 
ventilation at the site. 

When OneMK contacted 
Go Outdoors its customer 
services team said it was 
‘under strict instructions not 
to pass people onto its head 
office’ and refused to 
comment.

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112mph driver 
died instantly

A MAN who died in a crash 
on the A509 near Newport 
Pagnell was travelling at 
112mph when he smashed 
into a stationary lorry in a 
layby. 

An inquest at Milton Keynes 
Coroner’s Court on Thursday 
was told that Michael 
Ridgeway, 52, from Olney, 
was driving his Jaguar on the 
road on March 2 when he 
came across a convoy of 
vehicles in front of him, 
which included a lorry travel¬ 
ling at about 55mph. 

PC Stephen Moffat, collision 
investigator, told the inquest 
that Mr Ridgeway did have 
enough time to slow down, 
but instead opted to drive 
into the layby, where he 
crashed into the parked lorry, 
and instantly died on account 
of multiple injuries. He was 
pronounced dead at 11.03am. 

PC Moffat, who examined 
evidence using the dashcam 
of a vehicle travelling in the 
opposite direction to Mr 
Ridgeway, said that he may 
not have known there was a 
parked lorry.

“There was nothing inevita¬ 
ble about the collision,” said 
PC Moffat. “When you look at 
the speed and distance this is 
a collision that was complete¬ 
ly avoidable.” 

The inquest heard that Mr 
Ridgeway had seen his GP 
two weeks before the incident 
after he had parted from his 
wife, but Dr David Bartlett 
reported Mr Ridgeway did not 
seem suicidal as he told him 
that he wouldn’t consider the 
act because he had two teen¬ 


age daughters. Milton Keynes 
Senior Coroner Tom Osborne 
concluded that he died as a 
result of a road traffic 
collision, suggesting that he 
may have panicked or had a 
lack of concentration, but he 
said he could not categori¬ 
cally state why he died 
because of a lack of evidence 
available to him. 

Toxicology reports showed 
that Mr Ridgeway was not 
drunk or on drugs at the time 
of the incident.

REVISIONS to the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound plans to regener¬ 
ate Wolverton Works have 
been revealed to the public.

champion at service

THE wife of a former mayor, 
MP and councillor has paid 
tribute to her ‘honest, 
intelligent and stubborn’ 
husband at his memorial 
service. 

Brian White was also 
remembered as a champion 
of Milton Keynes, who was a 
passionate campaigner, 
dedicated to the city and its 
future and a man who loved a 
debate. 

Speaking at last 
Wednesday’s service at The 
Church of Christ The 
Cornerstone, which was 
attended by family, friends, 
colleagues and city council¬ 
lors, wife Leena said: “I have a 
message from Brian for all the 
Labour party, if you are here 
now, you are wasting a good 
canvassing opportunity. 

“He told me when I 
proposed to him on February 
29, 1984, that I needed to 
know that politics comes first 
and I am next in line. Neither 
of us knew then that I would 
also have to compete with 
Milton Keynes. 

“I learnt very quickly, like 
many of you, to not get into

any kind of debate with Brian, 
although there were a couple 
of occasions I actually won. 

“Brian was happy just 
watching TV, reading and 
sharing secretly my pancakes 
with the dog and when we 
came back from holidays the 
most important thing for 
Brian was to give a present to 
the dog. 

“My Brian was not a roman¬ 
tic man and he would not 
stand for any public expres¬ 
sion of feelings of any kind, 
neither was he a tidy one, so 


thanks to his sister and niece 
who spent almost a week try¬ 
ing to find the floor in his 
office and, regardless of his 
dress sense, I did try my best. 

“I loved my Brian as he was 
an honest, intelligent, gentle, 
patient, stubborn man and 
the scruffiest man I have 
known.” 

As previously reported by 
OneMK, Brian, 59, died of 
cancer on July 5 after receiv¬ 
ing support from Willen 
Hospice and Macmillan 
Cancer Support nurses.

Green light for 
car park plans

A CONTROVERSIAL new car 
park in the city centre has 
been given the go-ahead - 
despite concerns over the 
loss of green open space. 

As previously reported by 
this newspaper, plans for a 
68-space car park serving 
Norfolk and Ashton House 
were submitted that would 
see the destruction of a 
garden at the back of the 


two buildings. 

And after a heated debate at 
a Milton Keynes Council 
meeting on Thursday, the 
plans got the green light. 

Stephen Hemming, 

planning consultant for 
applicants Commercial 
Estates Group, argued the car 
park was necessary to entice 
businesses to the site. 

He said: “All the evidence 
shows that in order to create 
jobs at the site, people want to 
be able to park outside the 


front door of their office.” 

But Linda Inoki, the founder 
of Xplain - a grass-roots 
campaign group for better 
architecture in MK - labelled 
it a ‘retrogressive’ decision. 

She said: “This is an old- 
fashioned solution in a city 
that prides itself on looking 
forward. 

“It is really frustrating to see 
the councillors setting up a 
false choice between the 
economy and green spaces - 
we can have both.”

THE closing date for a British 
Homes Stores (BHS) shop in 
the city has been announced. 

The store at the MK1 
Shopping and Leisure Park in 
Denbigh will bring down its 
shutters for good on July 30. 

The closure, which affects 
12 members of staff, is part of 
the administrators’ decision 
to close 30 more stores. 

Shopworkers’ trade union 
Usdaw is increasingly 
concerned about a buyer 
being found for BHS. 

Dave Gill, Usdaw national 
officer, said: “This is terrible 
news for the staff in the 30 
stores affected, on top of the 
20 stores that closed on 
Saturday. 

“Our hope is that other 
retailers, including Sir Philip 
Green’s Arcadia group, will 
offer employment to these 
experienced, dedicated and 
loyal staff who suddenly find 
themselves unemployed. 

“At the same time we are 
aware that the administra¬ 
tors are continuing to seek a 
buyer, who will hopefully be 


able to secure the future of 
the staff in the remaining 
stores. 

“We remain concerned that 
there is still no news from Sir 
Philip since he promised to 
‘sort’ the pension scheme and 
we wait to hear details of 
what he proposes. 

“In the meantime we are 
providing the support, advice 
and representation our 
members require at this 
difficult time.” 

Last year, BHS was sold by 
retail entrepreneur Sir Philip 
for £1. 


He had bought the chain for 
£200million in 2000. 

New owner Retail 
Acquisitions said it would 
secure £160million of fund¬ 
ing to help turn around the 
fortunes of the chain, but 
these efforts have failed. 

All of the 163 BHS shops 
have held closing sales, 
including the one in the 
centre:mk, and it is expected 
that the remaining stores will 
close by August 20. 

There are 106 members of 
staff at the store in Silbury 
Arcade.

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Emergency act 
to help all rough 


sleepers

AN EMERGENCY motion aimed at 
getting homeless people off the streets 
before winter has been approved fol¬ 
lowing a heated debate by councillors. 

Following OneMK’s front page last 
week on rough sleeper’s tents being 
cleared by the Labour-led Milton Keynes 
Council, the Conservatives and Liberal 
Democrats suggested three changes be 
made to the authority’s homeless policy. 

They included reviewing the practice 
of evicting people from tents and hous¬ 
ing the homeless, or providing basic 
accommodation and sanitary facilities, 
by no later than the start of October. 

But Labour hit back accusing the 
other parties of ‘politicising homeless¬ 
ness’ and leader Pete Marland said: “It 
is a partnership with SaferMK, the 
police, Compass and other organisa¬ 
tions to put together our homeless 
strategy - it’s not just a council strategy 

“Over the past three years this 
council has had reported to it 76 tents, 
it has removed or evicted 10 people and 
every single one was offered help and 


passed 


support before they were made to 
move. 

“But complex needs of rough sleepers 
are very genuinely difficult to tackle, 
including mental health and addiction. 

“One of the tents was removed 
because of the amount of drug 
paraphernalia in it and the other was 
because the occupant had set up booby 
traps of used needles so that officers 
could not approach the tent. 

“We are not dealing with normal 
people, but those with complex needs 
and we cannot rush this motion 
through. 

“This administration is clear on 
getting people out of tents, but we need 
a better debate and not this rushed 
through motion.” 

Conservative leader Edith Bald said: 
“The objectives behind this amend¬ 
ment are about helping people and 
finding solutions by putting invest¬ 
ment behind it and doing it faster. I am 
not sure why we are falling out.” 

Despite all of the Labour party 
abstaining, the motion was approved 
by one vote at the meeting last 
Wednesday

Taxpayers pay price 
for school's deficit

TAXPAYERS will be forced to 
pay off Stantonbury Campus’ 
£610,000 deficit as part of 
plans for the school to 
become an academy. 

On September 1, the school 
is set to become a part of the 
Griffin Schools Trust and the 
Department of Education has 
asserted the deficit will 
become the responsibility of 
Milton Keynes Council at the 


point of transfer. 

Due to a sharp decrease in 
the intake of Year Seven 
pupils, funding at the school 
has been reduced and the 
total deficit now stands at 
£610,395. 

Conservative leader Edith 
Bald said “The Labour-run 
council has failed to balance 
the books and the taxpayers 
will suffer as a result.” 

Councillor Rob Middleton, 
cabinet member responsible 
for resources and innovation, 


insists the authority will 
challenge the Government on 
the taxpayers’ responsibility 
for the deficit. 

Speaking on the plans, 
Stantonbury Campus co¬ 
principals Ben Corbett and 
Michele Rhodes said: 
“Stantonbury Campus is now 
joining the Griffin Schools 
Trust to continue its journey 
of improvement and to pro¬ 
vide the local community 
with access to its arts and 
leisure facilities.”

Vision gets approval

AMBITIOUS plans for the 
city's future have been unani¬ 
mously backed by councillors. 

The 2050 Commission has 
been looking at ways to make 
‘the great city of Milton Keynes 
greater’, which includes six 
projects from a university to 
more housing that were 
approved by Milton Keynes 
Council last Wednesday. 

Leader Pete Marland said: 
“My vision is of a student 
sitting in MK:IT university in 
2050 and thinking the project 
wasn’t perfect but it did get a 


lot right and I am glad I came 
here, I want to build a busi¬ 
ness in Milton Keynes and 
bring up a family here. 

“I see this as a great city and 
we need to as the commission 
says just make a great city 
greater. We have put amazing 
things into practice for the 
last 50 years and we will do it 
for another 50.” 

Concerns were raised by MK 
Green Party’s Alan Francis 
about the effect increasing 
the population from 250,000 
to 400,000 would have on 
open spaces as more houses 
are built, as well as hospital 
and transport services. 


He also questioned whether 
the projects would actually 
be implemented. 

Conservative leader Edith 
Bald added the task should 
not be underestimated and 
the council will need help 
from the Government. 

As previously reported, MP 
Iain Stewart has already 
raised the plans in 
parliament in a bid to get 
Government support. 

Cllr Marland added: “This is 
a contract between this 
council, residents, businesses 
and the Government and we 
need investment and 
support.”

Help pupils work out their careers

A CAMPAIGN has been launched by 
business and education leaders to 
recruit hundreds of employees to visit 
city schools to answer students' 
questions about their jobs. 

Organised by local employability 
charity Worktree, the #2000hours 
campaign will sign up ordinary 
workers to join one-hour Career 
WorkOut sessions in six schools over 
the coming year. 

In each session, small groups of three 
to four students will circulate around 
eight to 10 work guests in a carousel of 
six to seven minute interviews. The 
total number of volunteer hours 
needed is 2,000.

session earlier this month. 

Volunteer representatives from 
Apple, Milton Keynes Council, Thames 
Valley Police and The Open University, 
as well as the Mayor of Milton Keynes 
Steve Coventry, were among many to 
be put on the spot. 

Speaking about the day, Zion 
Johnson, a Year 10 student, said: “I 
enjoyed meeting people from work 
who really enjoy their jobs. 

“I will focus now on my future and 
the day has given me ideas of what I 
want to do when I am older.” 

Fellow Year 10 student Isabella Cole 
added: “The day has shown me that I 
need to make correct life decisions.” 

The programme to develop young 
people’s career awareness and 
aspirations has been rolled out at 
numerous schools across the city 

As part of the Career Workout, St 
Paul’s students also took part in a 
variety of team-building activities and 
discussed interview techniques. 

Jo Watson, head of computer science 
at the school, said: “Today gives our 
students the widest picture about the 
jobs market and it will give us a base in 
school to help achieve their goals.”

JAMES Frost, 
managing 
director of Frosts 
Garden Centre, is 
sharing his top tips 
for July planting with

COTTAGE garden plants need 
regular deadheading, as do 
bedding plants, in order to 
keep them looking good and 
continuously flowering during 
the summer period. 

Some plants such as hardy 
geraniums and delphiniums 
can be cut back hard to 
encourage new growth and 
to get a second flush of 


foliage and flowers. With the 
warmer weather and lush 
foliage keep an eye out for 
pests and diseases and treat 
as required. 

Popular pests include the 
scarlet red lily beetle, which 
should be removed and 
disposed of. 

Watch out for scale insects 
on the back of bay leaves. 

If your dahlia or fuchsia get 
small holes and tears in the 
leaves they are likely to have 
capsid bug, you need to seek 
advice at your local garden 
centres on how best to treat 
these pests. 

In the kitchen garden 
harvesting is in full swing 
with peas, beans, beetroot 
and salad crops all ready to 
harvest. Ensure that you also 
pick courgettes on a regular 
basis so that they don't turn 
into marrows! 

If you have some large 
overgrown clumps of stately 
bearded iris in your garden 
this is the month to split and 
divide the roots and replant.

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EVERY day millions of us buy a 
bar of Cadbury’s chocolate, 
usually too busy to think about 
the extraordinary Cadbury 
family who set up one of the 
UK’s - and arguably the world’s - 
most famous food companies. 

The business was started in 
1824 by Quaker John Cadbury as 
a tea, coffee and chocolate shop 
designed to lure workers in 
Birmingham away from alcohol. 

By the 1830s, the company was 
manufacturing its own chocolate 
and by 1854 Queen Victoria was 
a customer. 


The business expanded rapidly 
when son George Cadbury took 
over in 1861 and both a new 
factory and a whole residential 
area for its workers was built in 
Birmingham, called Bourneville. 

George and his family moved 
into Northfield Manor, two miles 
away from the factory - a large 
former farmhouse where he and 
his second wife brought up their 
eleven children. 

This property hit the 
headlines two years ago when it 
was set alight by arsonists and 
was then largely demolished by 


contractors on behalf of 
Birmingham University, who 
had owned the property since 
the mid-1950s. 

There was a public outcry and 
the university have subsequently 
promised to rebuild the property 
brick by brick. 

To fund this, it has brought in 
developer Crest Nicholson, 
which is to build a housing 
development within its grounds 
and rebuild Northfield House as 
an apartment building, although 
full planning permission has yet 
to be granted. 


Go back in time with Outlander cottage 



THE climax of Amazon Prime’s 
second series of Outlander had 
fans of Caitriona Balfe’s 
character Claire on the edge of 
their seats. 

Her time travels through 18th 
century Scotland and later Paris 
have proved to be gripping 
drama as author Diana 
Gabaldon’s Outlander novels 
about the Jacobite revolt have 
played out on screen, first in 
2014 and then again this year. 

The locations where the TV 
series were shot have become 
tourist attractions in their own 
right. 

The main focus for Outlander 
tourists is the village of Culross 
to the east of Dunfermline. 

The village, which doubles as 
Cranesmuir in the TV series, is 
a 17th century Scottish Royal 
burgh with cobbled streets and 


traditional buildings, many of 
which featured in the TV series. 

Eagle-eyed fans will recognise 
Rowanbank, a four-bedroom 
house in the village. It has 
recently been restored in 
association with the National 


Trust for Scotland and features a 
high-beamed lounge, Norwegian 
wood-burning stove and a pretty, 
stone-walled garden at the rear.

Is Hoddle set 
for a return 


to England? 



ollowing the poor 
performance of the 
England football 
team at Euro 2016 
and the resignation 
of Roy Hodgson, the search is 
now on for a new manager for 
the beleaguered team. 

And it now looks likely that 
Glen Hoddle - who was 
appointed England manager in 
1996 but sacked in 1999 - could 
be offered the job. 

Hoddle is one of football’s 
more colourful characters. As 
well as a distinguished playing 
career for Tottenham Hotspur, 
AS Monaco and England, and 
successful management stints 
at Swindon Town, Chelsea and 


England, Hoddle also released 
a hit pop record, Diamond 
Lights in 1987. 

He’s also a very keen golfer 
and 13 years ago bought a 
large villa in the Sotogrande 
golf resort on the Costa del Sol. 
In 2008 Hoddle established a 
football academy in Jerez 
although in 2011 this was 
relocated to the UK. 

But the 59-year-old says he’s 
now looking to move to a new 
area of Europe to play golf. 

His five-bedroom and four- 
bathroom Sotogrande villa 
with landscaped gardens and a 
swimming pool is currently for

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House was a sign of the times 

IT IS hard to imagine what life 
was like without Twitter, mobile 
phones and email when trying to 
communicate over long 
distances. 

And this strange looking 
property illustrates how hard it 
was. Semaphore House was built 
in 1821 as part of a signalling 
system that enabled the 
Admiralty to communicate with 
the main channel ports in a 
matter of seconds, rather than 
relying on galloping messengers 
on horseback. 

During the late 18th century 
and early 19th century such a 
capacity was regarded as 
essential - Britain was at war 
with France and the threat of a 
Napoleonic invasion loomed. 

Built on a hill overlooking the 
Surrey countryside, Semaphore 
House was one of thirteen towers 
built in the south of England. 

The semaphore system, which 
was invented and named by 
Frenchman Claude Chappe, used 
a set of wooden signal boards to 
communicate messages that 
were then copied from tower to 
tower. 

The system was incredibly 
successful and messages could

Yorkshire, although many of the 
locations are in and around 
Oxfordshire and Berkshire 
including Downton Abbey 
(Highclere Castle near 
Newbury), Yew Tree Farm 
(Cogges near Witney and 
Mallerton Hall (Ditchley Park 
near Kiddlington). 

The village of Downton is in 
reality Bampton-in-the-Bush, 
five miles west of Oxford. It has 
frequently featured in the TV 
series and Mayville, a 
honey-coloured semi-detached 
house on Church Close, was 
dressed up to look like the pub. 

The owners retain the original 
Grantham Arms pub sign that 
used to hang outside the front 
door during filming. 

The house overlooks the 
village’s main church and has 
four bedrooms and a courtyard 
garden and is for sale via agent 
Scottfraser (01993 705507) for 
£450,000. 



FOR A lowly village pub, the 
Grantham Arms plays an 
amazingly central role in the hit 
drama Downton Abbey, better 
known for its chandeliers, high 
society and silverware than 
pints on the bar. 

The millions of viewers who 
tuned in to series, which ran for 
52 episodes over six series 
between 2010 and 2015, got used 
to the comings and goings at the 
pub - which featured in five 
episodes. 


Most famously, the pub was 
home to Tom Branson, the 
Crawley family’s chauffer and 
later son-in-law, played by Allen 
Leech. 

He lodges at the Grantham 
Arms after his dismissal from 
Downton Abbey following his 
engagement to Lady Sybil, 
played by Jessica Findlay. 

The pub carries the arms of 
the fictional Earl of Grantham 
which is supposedly in 



be sent at 300 miles an hour from 
London to the coast, something 
even Twitter might struggle to 
match today. The only downside 
was the weather - poor visibility 
rendered it useless. 

Semaphore was also short¬ 
lived. Just 26 years after it was 
established, the invention of the 
electric telegraph made it 
redundant and in 1850 


Semaphore House, which is just 
outside Guildford, was sold off. 

Over the years the property 
has been a school, church hall 
and air-raid lookout post but in 
more recent times it became a 
holiday home. The four-bedroom 
property has three bathrooms 
and four reception rooms and is 
on the market with Savills (01483 
796800) for £2.75 million.

Bargain bikers warned of dodgy deals

MORE than a third of used motorbikes, 
scooters and mopeds up for sale in Britain 
have dodgy pasts, according to new data 
from a leading vehicle information company. 

The Triumph Sprint tops the list of bikes which 
have been written off while almost 10 per cent 
of Yamaha Cygnus scooters offered for sale 
had been stolen. 

The survey by My Car Check revealed that of 
the bikes it examined in the 12 months up to 
the end of May 2016, 38 per cent had either 
been written off, stolen or had outstanding 


Each model included in the study had been 
checked out at least 20 times. 

Roger Powell, the head of My Car Check, 
said: ‘The average value of motorcycles, 
scooters and mopeds we checked in the last 
year was £3,853 for private sales and £4,379 
for retail. For that money you can pick up a 
fantastic machine, but there are pitfalls to be 
avoided.” 

He said that all two-wheel bargain hunters 
should check out a bike’s history before 
buying, especially with the number of 
previously damaged machines on the market. 


“Even leaving the safety aspect aside, a 
previously written-off bike should cost a 
lot less than a like-for-like non-accident- 
damaged one,” said Mr Powell. “The popular 
Triumph Sprint ST 1050 sports tourer 
motorbike was most likely to have been 
previously written-off (47.83 per cent of those 
checked), followed by the commuter favourite 
Honda CBF125 M-D (45.45 per cent of those 
checked). 

“Bikes with high end aftermarket parts can be 
a bargain as the cost of these add-ons is often 
not reflected in the sale price. However, it is 
vital to establish if they are honest upgrades 
or whether they’ve been fitted to conceal 


crash damage. MyCarCheck.com can help 
you make a more informed decision.” 

He added that as with car sales, outstanding 
finance was also another danger with Yamaha 
models most likely to have debt against them. 

“The fact that Yamaha models such as the WR 
125 X and YZF R1 09 are more likely to have 
debt secured against them is a backhanded 
compliment to their hugely successful finance 
packages. The crux for used buyers is this: If 
you buy a bike with outstanding finance it 
could be repossessed by the legal owner, the 
loan provider, leaving you out of pocket. 

“Scooters are targeted by thieves due to 
the ease with which they can be picked up 
and shoved into the back of a van. This is 
certainly reflected in our findings with the 
stylish Yamaha NXC 125 Cygnus scooter by 
far the most likely two-wheeled model to be 
stolen (8.57% of those checked), followed by 
another scooter, the Honda WW 125-D, also 
known as the PCX125.”

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Mazda CX-3 2.0 2WD 
Sport Nav

STYLE and technology are a compelling 
combination in today's new car market. 

So too is crossover cool in a compact package - 
and all are attributes Mazda has put together in 
the striking shape of its supermini-based CX-3. 

The plan all along was to take the SUV scene by 
storm and the Japanese manufacturer lined up a 
big battalion from day one last summer with an 
18-strong line-up. 

The CX-3 comes via a choice of 11 petrol and 
seven diesel variants, all featuring the brand's 
fuel-saving SKYACTIV technology plus a swathe 
of standard kit. 

Staying a step of your rivals though is all- 
important and Mazda has upped the ante with 
techno treats aimed at staying ahead of the 
pack. 

So stuff like the Japanese company’s 
i-ACTIVSENSE safety systems are on every 
model along with a seven-inch touch screen, 
DAB radio, multi-function steering wheel and 
Bluetooth. 

What instantly grabs the attention is the Mazda’s 
coupe-like style - it looks larger than you might 
expect from a small SUV while displaying a 
sense of speed with its flowing lines. 

Opt for some of the vibrant paint jobs with 
chrome side strips and 18-inch machined alloy 
wheels and the CX-3 really looks the business. 

There's a choice of five trim grades, with prices 
from £17,595 to £24,695, an attractive cabin, 
two-tone leather upholstery in higher spec 
variants and as high quality sound system. 

It’s a tight squeeze for three passengers across 
the back, though the centre rear position is 
comfortable, and while the boot is on the small 


side the rear seats do split and fold 60/40. 

The most frugal engine on offer is the 1.5-litre 
diesel, which can return a potential 70 miles per 
gallon, but the 2.0-litre petrol units have been 
proving more popular. 

Of the pair, developing either 120 or 150ps, the 
lower powered version with front-wheel drive 
provides ample punch and reasonable economy. 

We recorded an average return of 44mpg over 
350 miles of mixed urban and motorway driving 
in a car that feels spirited, poised and well 
balanced. 

That even the most basic models come well 
kitted out is an attraction in itself, while Sport 
Nav grade brings items you don’t generally find 
in this category of car like a head-up display and 
LED headlights. 

And plenty of thought has gone into the design 
of the CX-3 to make it as user friendly as 
possible too. 

For instance to ensure easier access to the rear 
seats, the bottom of the rear door overlaps the 
side sill and an obliquely cut-away edge allows 
the door to be opened wider in tight spaces like 
small parking bays.

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NISSAN EDGING TOWARDS HANDS-OFF DRIVING By: Ian Johnson 



THERE is a tsunami-like wave of technology heading towards us from Japan that will change the way we drive forever. It emanates from Nissan which has announced that its new 
Serena, scheduled to go on sale in Japan in late August, will come equipped with the company’s ProPILOT autonomous drive technology, offering convenience and peace of mind 
during ‘highway mobility’. ProPILOT is autonomous drive technology designed for general road use in single-lane traffic. Nissan is the first Japanese automaker to introduce a 
combination of steering, accelerator and braking that can be operated in full automatic mode, easing driver workload in heavy traffic and long commutes. Employing advanced 
image-processing technology, the car’s ProPILOT system understands road and traffic situations and executes precise steering enabling the vehicle to perform naturally. The 
technology is claimed to be user-friendly, thanks to a switch on the steering wheel that allows the driver to activate and deactivate the system. There’s also a driver display showing 
the operating status. The accelerator, brakes and steering are controlled based on information obtained through a mono camera equipped with advanced-image processing 
software. The ProPILOT camera can quickly recognize in three-dimensional depth both preceding vehicles and lane markers. Once activated, ProPILOT automatically controls 
the distance between the vehicle and the preceding vehicle, using a speed preset by the driver (between approximately 20 and 60mph). The system also keeps the car in the right 
place on the road by reading lane markers and controlling the steering, even through curves. If a car in front stops, the system automatically applies the brakes to bring the vehicle 
to a full stop. After coming to a full stop, the vehicle will remain in place even if the driver’s foot is off the brake pedal. When ready to resume driving, ProPILOT is activated 
when the driver touches the switch again or lightly presses the accelerator. The system fitted on the Serena was developed especially for highway driving conditions in Japan, but 
watch out because it is on the way here. Nissan has already announced that a version will be introduced into other vehicles, including the Qashqai in Europe in 2017. There are 
also plans for the technology to be introduced in the U.S. and China. Nissan says it intends for a multi-lane autonomous driving system which will enable automatic lane changes 
to be ready for introduction in 2018 while autonomous driving on urban roads and at intersections is due for launch in 2020.

RECONSTRUCTION of road accident scenes has 
never been an easy job - but change is on the way 
that could offer a new solution. Roke Manor Research 
(Roke) has just demonstrated the world’s first viable 
3D ‘black box’ technology for vehicles, using just a 
single dashboard camera. Fitted to an autonomous 
Toyota Prius, the device demonstrated how data 
captured via vision processing technology could be 
used to provide a precise 3D reconstruction following 
a road incident. It is now set to offer insurers, drivers 
and, in the case of autonomous vehicles, manufacturers 
independent evidence of what happened. This will not 
just lead to safer vehicles but also help to build public 


trust in driverless vehicles. Early iterations of this 
technology were first developed by Roke for soldiers 
in research undertaken for the British government’s 
Defence Science and Technology Laboratory 
(Dstl). Over the past year, Roke - which is based in 
Romsey in Hampshire - has been developing and 
miniaturising the technology with the help of funding 
from Innovate UK. David Cole, managing director 
of Roke, said: “The funding from Innovate UK is 
essential in helping Roke remain at the forefront of 
autonomous and sensing technology. With 60 years 
of research under our belt, the money invested has 
the benefit of world-class engineers with experience 
across the defence, commercial and national security 
sectors.” Unlike current dashcams, the Roke 
technology uses computer vision algorithms to enable 
the precise position and orientation of any vehicle - 
car, bike, lorry or autonomous vehicle. This allows 
for near-perfect 3D reconstruction of any accident to 
be created even if the vehicle loses complete control. 
With further investment, Roke says the technology 
will not just be limited to accident reconstruction but 
could also prove useful for sports coaching or meet 
wider needs in the transport industry. |

THE draw for the badminton 
Olympics players took place in Rio 
yesterday as preparations gear up 
for the showpiece event. 

The best hope for a medal is in the 
mixed doubles with Chris and 
Gabby Adcock and they have been 
drawn in Group B alongside 
Joachim Fischer Nielsen and 
Christinna Pedersen from 
Denmark, China’s Ma Jin and Xu 
Chen, and Robert Mateusiak and 
Nadiezda Zieba of Poland. In the 
men’s singles Rajiv Ouseph will play 
Japan’s Sho Sasaki and Petr Koukal 
of the Czech Republic in Group I. 

Other Milton Keynes-based stars 
such as the women’s doubles pair¬ 
ing of Lauren Smith and Heather 
Olver, the men’s doubles of Chris 
Langridge and Marcus Ellis and the 
women’s single player Kirsty 
Gilmour have also discovered who 
they will be playing. 

Badminton’s Team GB stars have 
been preparing for the Rio Olympics 
at a three-day training camp at 
Birmingham’s Barclaycard Arena 
over the past week. They have been 
putting the final touches to their 
preparations before they fly to 
Brazil on August 2. 

Five badminton courts were laid 
out including one court with a full 
Olympic spec including competi¬ 
tion lighting. This event was also an 
ideal opportunity for players to test 
their recently received Team GB kit. 


Jon Austin, Performance Director 
and Olympic Team Leader, said: 
“We organised this training camp 
as part of our plans to give our play¬ 
ers the best possible preparations 
before they fly to Rio for the Games. 

Meanwhile, Olympic gold medal 
long jumper Greg Rutherford 


criticised the IOC’s decision not to 
enforce a blanket ban on Russia. 

Evidence of state-sponsored dop¬ 
ing was uncovered last week, and 
the Woburn Sands jumper told The 
Guardian: “We know the pros and 
the cons of a blanket ban, we know 
the risks of ‘collective justice’, but 


we also know the risk of not punish¬ 
ing a culture of doping that comes 
from the very top. I would say that 
the latter is a much greater threat to 
sport. This is a spineless attempt to 
appear as the nice guy to both sides. 

“The inconsistency of this is truly 
astonishing.”

Ricciardo on podium as 
Max defends Kimi clash

DANIEL Ricciardo says his podium 
finish at the Hungarian Grand Prix 
on Sunday was as good a 
position as he could have hoped 
for. 

The Australian driver had the 
briefest of leads when he got off to a 
great start at the Hungaroring, but 
he lost it by the second turn and 
thought the pace of the Mercedes’ 
drivers would be too much for him 
to overhaul. 


It was nevertheless an excellent 
race for Ricciardo, who moved up to 
third in the drivers’ standings and 
he was happy that his recent bad 
luck had been reversed. 

He said: “Third was the best we 
could do and Seb (Vettel) got really 
close in the last three laps; my tyres 
were getting towards the end, so 
coming over the line in third was 
good. 

“Three podiums in a row here is 
great, it’s a good place for me. 

“Fridays and Saturdays have been 
really good for us from the start of 


the season but the last few Sundays, 
for whatever reason, I haven’t been 
that satisfied with, so it was 
important to put it together from 
Friday to Sunday this weekend and I 
believe I did that.” 

Max Verstappen also defended 
his battle with Kimi Raikonnen 
as the Dutch youngster finished 
fifth. 

The two collided on the 57th lap 
and the Ferrari driver accused 
Verstappen of being too robust in 
the defence of his position. 

But Verstappen said: “I was simply 


protecting my position. 

“I drove hard and just made sure I 
didn’t lock up or make a mistake.” 

Verstappen is locked level on 
points with Vettel in fifth/sixth. 

It was a good weekend for the Bulls, 
with them now moving within a 
point of Ferrari in the constructors’ 
championship 

The German Grand Prix is next on 
the agenda for the Tilbrook team. 

They will want to get some solid 
points on the board as there is the 
four-week summer break after 
Sunday’s race. 


WILLEN driver Alexander Albon 
has taken the lead in the GP3 series 
after he reigned supreme in the 
second race at the Hungaroring in 
Hungary. 

The GP3 series takes place during 
the European legs of the Formula 
One series at the same track and 
the series has produced drivers 
who have gone on to compete at 
the very elite level, including 
Daniil Kvyat, Valtteri Bottas and 
Esteban Gutierrez. 

On Sunday Albon overtook ART 
teammate Charles Leclerc in the 
overall championship standings by 
taking his third win of the season 
and moving three points clear of 
his main title challenger. 

He picked up his third win of the 
season ahead of lenzer 
Motorsport’s Arjun Maini, with 
Leclerc making up the rest of the 
podium. 

Albon won the race by 3.3 
seconds having started from 
second on the grid, getting 
ahead of Maini going into turn 
one. 

A clash between Akash Nandy 
and Nyck de Vries brought the 
safety car out but Nandy walked 
away from the incident, despite 
him rolling several times. 

Albon and Maini then got away 
well after the safety car went in, 
but Albon began to pull further 
clear to take the victory. 

Before the weekend Albon’s 
season included victories in 
Silverstone and Barcelona and he 
had been on the podium for four 
out of a possible six races before 
the Hungaroring. 

The Thai driver spent five years 
in karting before taking part in the 
Formula 3 European 
Championship in 2015 where he 
finished seventh. 

In 2014 he was third in the 
Formula Renault 2.0 Eurocup. 

Albon is also a BRDC Superstar 
and was the European and World 
Champion in karting.
